No. 08 -ITC (PN) /72.—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences against the U.K./India Capital Investment Loan 1972 dated 17th March, 
1972 as given in the Appendix to this Public Notice are notified for information of 
the trade.

Licensing conditions for the U.K./India Capital Investment Loan 1972, dated 

17 th March, 1972. 


I. General Conditions 

The import licence will bear the superscription “UK/India Capital Investment 
Loan 1972”. In addition to the licence number, it should bear the allocation 
number in the manner detailed in paragraph 2, and these allocation will relate 
to one of the segments below:—■ 

‘A’ Segment —(£51 million private sector segment ) 

Whether the licence is issued in favour of a private sector unit on the basis 
of clerance acocrded by the Capital Goods Committee. 
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‘B’ Segment—(£5} million public sector segment) 

Whether the licence is Issued on the basis of sanction issued by the 
Administrative Ministry on the basis of clearance of foreign exchange 
accorded by the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. 
New Delhi in favour ox public sector units or departmental under¬ 
takings of Central or State Governments. 

'O’ Segment — (ff 1 million NSIC segment ) 

Where the licence is issued to the National Small Industries Corporation 
of India (NSIC) in the basis of clearance accorded by the Capital 
Goods Committee or S.S.I. Committee. 

2. Identification Suffix.—Each allocation under the "UK/India Capital Invest¬ 
ment Loan 1972” will bear an identification suffix—the symbol 'CIL’ indicating the 
loan; followed by a letter showing the segment of the loan (‘A’ for the private 
sector; ‘B’ for the public sector segment, and ‘C’ for the NSIC segment); followed 
by a number indicating the year in which the allocation is made; and followed 
by an allocation number, 'or example— 

CIL/ A/72/ 14(GOI) 

i.e. Loan/Segment/Year/Serial number of allocation. 

In cases of allocations made with the prior approval of the U.K. Government or in 
the case of NSIC, the symbol (GOI) will not appear in the identification suffix. 

One Allocation —- Multiple licences, —As there may be more than one licence 
against each allocation, the licensing authorities will ensure at the time of iasue 
of the import licence that each licence pertaining to an allocation will bear a 
further identification mark, for example— 

CIL/A/72/ 14(GOI)-l 

i.e. Loan/Segment/Year/SeriaJ number of allocation—serial number of licence. 

CIL/A / 72/14 (GOD-2 

One Licence.—Multiple contracts.—As there may be more than one purchase 
order/contract against an import licence, it is the responsibility of the licensee 
to ensure that each order under an import licence is gven a further identifica¬ 
tion mark (1), (2) etc. e.g. 

CIL/A/72/14 (GOI-I(l) 

i.e, Loan/Segment/Year/ serial number of allocation—serial number of 
import licence against the allocation (serial number of order against 
the import licence) 

CIL/A/72/14(GOI)-l(2) etc. etc. 

Similarly for orders against the second licence against this allocation ; 

CIL/A/72/14(GOI)-2)l) 

CIL/A/72/14(GOI)-2(2) etc. etc. 

3. Mod© of Payment.—Payments to the suppliers can be arranged through 
normal baning channel by establishing letters of credit, but a special authori¬ 
sation for doing so should be obtained from the Controller of Aid Accounts, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Econ&mic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 
10-Parliament Street, New Delhi in the manner detailed in Section IV below. 
Amy payment towards Indian Agent’s Commission should be made in Indian 
Rupees to the Agents in India. Such payments, however will form part of 
the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

4. Validity period.—The licence will be issued with an initial validity period, 
of 12 months. Firm orders on C.I.F.or C. & F: basis must be placed within 
four months from the date of issue of the import licence. If orders cannot be 
placed within first four months for valid reasons, the licence should be submitted 
to the licensing authority within the four months’ period or immediately there¬ 
after, giving the reasons for the delay in placing orders and indicating the date 
by which orders would toe placed and extension in the period of ordering as 
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necessary, Such requests will be considered on merits by the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi in consultation with the Ministry of Finance 
(Deptt. of Economic Affairs), New Delhi, wherever necessary. 

5. Placement of Orders.—It should be noted that unless ordering Js complete 
within lour months or the extended period allowed by the licensing authority, 
and the special authorisation (as indicated in paragraph 3 above) is obtained, 
the authorised dealers in foreign exchange will not permit establishment of 
letters of credit. 

6. Basis of Orders —Cash,—Orders should be placed on cash basis and all 
payments must be completed within a month of the expiry of the licence. Indi¬ 
vidual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. No credit facilities 
of any kind will be permitted, 


II. Special points to be Incorporated in the Orders/Contracts or otherwise kept 
in view 

1. While placing ordrrs/contracts which must be placed only on the suppliers 
in the UK (which expression includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man), the licensee must ensure by a provision in the same that the goods 
purchased arc or will be wholly or mainly produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. When the contract also provides for works and services in 
connection with the purchase of such goods, it must smilarly be ensured by a 
suitable provision therein, that such works and services are or will be provided 
by persons ordinarily resident or carrying on business in the U.K. 


2. Responsibility of the importer to ensure minimum U.K. content.— It should 
be particularly noted that the U.K. supplier'contractor will have to sign a 
contract certificate as provided in Section III below, indicating the non-U.K, 
content, if any, of the goods to be supplied, or in the case of chemicals and 
allied products declare them to be of U.K. origin. 

If the non-U.K. element is likely to exceed 20 per cent of the F.O.B. value 
of the contract, it should be (brought to the notice of the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Ministry of Finance, Denartment of Economic Affars, Jeevarn Deep 
Building, 10-Parliament Street, Now Delhi and firm commitment should be 
entered into only if the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance 
agree. 

3, The documentation requirements mentioned in Sections III and V below 
and the payment procedure laid down in Section IV below should be kept in 
view and should be appropriately incorporated in the contract. 


III. Notification of contracts and amendments thereto, 

1. Within a fortnight of placing of orders, the licensee should forward three 
copies of the contract or notification of contract (in the form attached as 1 An- 
nexure I) accompanied by two copies of the ‘Contract Certificate’ (In the form 
attached as Annexure II or Annexure 11(B) (as is appropriate) duly signed by 
the supplier, to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance Department 
of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 10-Parliament Street, New Delhi, 

2. While forwarding the above documents to the Ministry of Finance, it 
must be ensured by the licensee that the number and date of the import licence 
and the name of the credit are clearly noted in the documents. The licensee 
must give the identification suffix in each of the contracts against an import 
licence. For example if the identification suffix of the import licence is CIL/ 
A/72/14(GOI)-l. the identification number for the first contract under this 
licence should be CIL/A/72/14(GOI)-l(l), for the second contract against this 
licence should be CIL/A72/14/(GOI)-J (2), etc. and the licensee while forwarding 
the contracts to the Ministry of Finance, must give the relevant details of the 
number of contracts placed under the relevant Import licence to date. The 
importer will he solely responsible for the accuracy of these details. 
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3, If at any time a contract is amended or If liability is to be incurred there¬ 
under to a greater amount than the amount specified in the contract certificate, 
the licensee should within a fortnight of the date of the amendment of the con¬ 
tract, forward the relevant supplementary or revised documents', copies of 
amendments to contracts and the revised ‘Contract Certificate’ to the Ministry 
of Finance in order to enable them to notify the same to the U.K. Government. 

4, If, in any case, the contract is with the Indian Agent of the U.K. supplier, 
it should indicate the name of the U.K. supplier to whom payment is to be made 
for the sterling portion of the contract which alone will qualify for payment 
under the loan. Copies of such contracts for of contracts placed by Indian 
Agents with U.K. suppliers, if there are such separate contracts') should be 
sent as prescribed above. 


IV. Payment to U K. suppliers—letter of credit procedure. 

1. The licensee should apply to the Controller of Aid Accounts (Economic 
Aid Accounts Branch), Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Jeevan Deep Building. 10-Parliament Street. New Delhi, for a letter of authori¬ 
sation to any of the Exchange Bank in India for opening a leter of credit in 
favour of the U.K. suppliers with one of the correspondent banks in the U.K. 

2. The request for the letter of authorisation should be in the form given in 
Annexure III and should be accompanied by a copy of the firm order and a 
contract certificate completed by the United Kingdom supplier, the latter to be 
in the form set out at Annexure II or Annexure 11(B) (as is appropriate). 


3. If the application is found to he in order, Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs will issue an authorisation for the requisite amount to the 
importer and the Indian Exchange Bank concerned. The authorisation order of 
the Ministry of Finance will also refer to the identification suffix of the purchase 
order e.g. CIL/A/72/14(GOI)-l(l). The identification suffix should also figure 
in the letter of credit to be opened and in all the documents to be furnished 
under the letter of credit.

V. Documentation. 

1. The importer is responsible to see that tim UTL ^th^time of claiming 
submits the documents detailed below to the U.K. Bans 
payment for the goods supplied:

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(il) One copy (or photostat) of Ocean or charter-party bill of lading or 
airway bill or parcel post receipt. (The Bill of Lading shall indi¬ 
cate the carrier’s statement of charges in whatever currency it Is 
paid). 

(iii) Four copies of the payment certificate in the form given in Annexure 

IV (not required in respect of contracts for which contract certifi¬ 
cate (chemicals) in the form given in Annexure 11(B) has been 
provided). For this purpose, five blank forms of the payment certi¬ 
ficate in the prescribed form should he attached to the letter of 
credit for completion by the supplier at the time of obtaining pay¬ 
ment. 

(iv) Three copies of the contract certificate prescribed in Annexure II or 

Annexure 11(B). 

Each document must show the loan title, Identification suffix, details of im¬ 
port licence, and the particulars of the Letter of Credit Authorisation issued by 
the Ministry of Finance. 

2. While Opening Letter of Credit, the authorised Exchange Bank in India 
will on behalf of the importer, take care to incorporate necessary conditions in 
the Letter of Credit to ensure that the above requirements of documentation are 
noted and complied with by the U.K. suppliers. 

3. After the payment is made to the suppliers, the correspondent bank in the 
U K. will send by air mail the original negotiable set of documents to the Indian 
Bank concerned. The Indian Bank will reimburse the U.K. Bank by remittance 
the payments made by it to the U.K. suppliers, along with the Bank charges. 
The recovery of corresponding rupee equivalent by the Indian Bank from the 
importer for such foreign exchange remittances will be as per arrangements 
agreed to between them. The U.K. Bank should also send a non-negotlable copy 
of the completed payment certificate to the Controller of Aid Accounts. Ministry 
of Finance, Department, of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 10-Pariia- 
ment Street, New Delhi. 


VI. Indian Bank’s responsibility to enable the Government of India to obtain 

Reimbursement under the U.K. Loan. 

After reimbursing the U.K. Bank of the sterling payments made by it to the 
U.K. suppliers along with the bank charges, the Indian Bank should within the 
next 10 days send the necessary documents to the Controller of Aid Accounts, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. Jeevan Deep Building, 
10-Parliament Street, New Delhi to enable the Government of India to obtain 
the necessary reimbursement under the U.K. Loan. The documents to be fur¬ 
nished are:— 

(i) Contract certificate.—in the form of Annexure II or Annexure II (B) 

(as is appropriate) duly signed by the U.K. supplier, and a copy of 
the relevant letter of credit. 

(ii) Payment Certificate.—in the form given in Annexure IV, duly signed 

by the U.K, supplier. 

(iii) The invoice and Bills of Lading as mentioned in Section V. Where 

there is more than one payment to be made to the U.K supple 
under a contract, the Contract Certificate and a copy of the letter 
of credit need to he supplied only for first payment and for he 
subsequent payments only the payment certificate ancl invor.es 
need to be sent to the Ministry of Finance, but the Identification 
suffix in the relevant contract certificate and the letter of credit 
should be quoted.

VIII. Miscellaneous. 

1. Notifying' Suppliers of Special Conditions. —The licensee should apprise the 
supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may affect the 
suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

2. Refund from U.K. Suppliers. —If any refunds are received by the licensee 
from the supplier, the shipper or the Insurer, a full report showing the amount 
received, together with other relevant particulars, should be sent to the Ministry 
of Finance at the address indicated in Section VI above, as and when such re¬ 
funds' are received. The report regarding refunds should be as in the proforma 
in Annexure VT, 

3. Disputes.—It should be understood that the Government of India will not 
undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the 
licensee and the suppliers or any liabilities as such between the licensee and 
the suppliers. 

4. Further Distinctions.—The licensee should promptly 1 comply with any 
directions, instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding any and 
all matters arising from or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all 
obligations under the credit agreement. 

5. Breach or Violation.—Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in 
the above clauses will result in appropriate action under the Import and Export 
(Control) Act.
